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flReeults of the Final Search for Sir 
John Franklin. 



•. From an account in the London Times, 
furnished by Capt. McClintock, command- 
ing the Final Searching Expedition for Sir 
John Franklin, we extract the following: 

•Recrossing Bellot Straits to King Wil- 
liam's Island we continued the examination 
of.the southern shore without success, until 
' the 2-lth oti May, when about ten miles east 
of Cape Herschell, a bleached skeleton was 
found, around which lay fragments of Euro- 
,pean clothing. Upon carefully removing 
•the snow, a small pocket-book was found, 
"containing a few letters. These, although 
much decayed, may yet be deciphered. 
Judging from the remains of his dress, this 
'unfortunate young man was a steward or 
oncer's servant, and his position oxactly 
verified the Esquimau x's assertion, that they 
dropped as they walked along. 

Oti reaching Cape Herschell, next day, he 
examined Simpson's Cairn, or rather what 
remains of it, which is only four feet high, 
Land the- central stones have been removed, 
as if by men seeking something within it. 
My impression at the time, and which I still 
.retain, is that recouls were deposited there 
-by the retreating crews, and subsequently 
removed by the natives. After parting fioin 
Yrus at Cape Victoria, on the 28th of April, 
Lieut. Hobson made for Cape Felix. At a 
'short distance westward of it he found a 
very large cairn, and close to it three small 
tents, with blankets, oil clothes, and other 
relics of a shooting or a magnetic station ; 
but although the cairn was dug under, and 
. a trench dug all aiound it at a distance of 
ten feet, no record was discovered. A piece 
of blank paper folded up was found in the 
cairn, anil two broken bottles, which may, 
perhaps, have contained records, lay beside 
it among some stones which had fallen from 
X)fT the top. The most interesting ol the 
^articles discovered here, including a boat's 
ensign, were brought avjay by Mr. Hobson. 
About two miles further to the southwest a 
s,mall cairn was found, but neither records 
nor relics obtained. About three miles north 
of Point Victory, a second small cairn was 
I examined, but only a broken pick-axe ami 
empty eannister found. 

On the fith of May, Lieutenant Hobson 
•pitched his tent beside a large cairn upon 
Mount Victory. Lying among some loose 
atones which hail fallen from the top of this 
cairn, was found a small tin case containing 
a record, the substance of which is brielly 
as follows: This cairn was built' by the 
^Franklin expedition, upon the assumed site 
of Sir James Ross' pillar, which had not 
been found. The Erebus ami Terror spent 
their first winter at Beechy Island, after 
having ascended Wellington channel to 
lat/72 deg. N., and returned by 
: <„ ,,i 



Lieut. Hobson continued his search until 
within a few days' march of Cape Herschell, 
without finding any trace of the wreck or of 
natives. Ho left full information of his 
important discoveries for me; therefore, 
when returning northward by the west shore 
of Kint; William's Island, 1 had the advan- 
tage of knowledge what had already been 
fou tul. 

Soon after leaving Cape Herschell the 
traces of natives became less numerous and 
less recent, and after rounding the west 
point of the Island they ceased altogether. 
This shorn is extremely low, and almost 
utterly destitute of vegetation. Numerous 
banks of shingle and low islets lie ofl it, 
and beyond these Victoria Strait is covered 
with heavy and impenetrable packed ice. 

When in hit. (39" 01) N., and Ion. 88° 27 
W., we came to a large boat, discovered by 
Lieut. Hobson a fow days previously, as his 
notice informed me. It appears that this 
boat had bo«n intended for the ascent of the 
Fish river, but was abandoned apparently 
up'ou a return journey to the siiips, the 
sledge upon which she was mounted being 
pointed in that direction. She measured 28 
feet in length by 7 1-2 wide; was most 
carefully fitted, and made as light as possi- 
ble, but- the sledge was of solid oak, and 
almost as heavy as the boat. 

A large quantity of clothing was fountl 
with her, also two human skeletons. One 
of these lay in the after part of the boat, 
under a pile of clothing ; the other, which 
was much more disturbed, probably by ani- 
mals, was found in the bow. Five pocket 
watches, a quantity of silver spoons and 
forks, and a lew religious books were also 
found, but no journals, pocket-books, or 
even names upon any article of clothing. 
Two double-barreled guns stood upright 
against the boat's side, precisely as they 
had been placed eleven years before. One 
banei of eaoh was loaded and cocked: 
there was ammunition in abundance, also 
thirty pounds or forty pounds of choculate, 
some tea and tobJcco. Fuel waswot want- 
ing j adrift tree lay within one hundred 
yards of th e boat. 

Many very interesting relics were brought 
away by Lieut: Hobson, ami some fow by 
myself. On the 5th of June I reached Point 
Victory, wilh out having found anything fur- 
ther. The clothing, &c, again examined 
for documents, note-books, ccc, without suc- 
cess ; u record placed in the cairn, and 
another buried ten feet true north of it. 

Nothing worthy of remark occurred upon 
my return journey to the ship, which was 
reached on the l'Jlh of June, five days after 
Lieut. Hobson. 

The shore of King William Island, be- 
tween its north and west extremes, Capes 
Felix and Crazier, has not been visited by 
Esquimaux since the abandonment ol the 
Erebus and Terror, as the cairns and ailiclcs 
lying strewed about, which are in their eyes 
of priceless value, remain untouched. 

If the wreck still remains visible, it is 
probable she Jies upon some of the oil-lying 
islets to the southward, between Capes Cro- 
zier and Herschell. 

On June 28th, Capt. Young and his party 
returned, l aving completed their portion ol 
the search, by which the insularity of Prince 
of Wales' Land was determined, and th 
coast line intervening between the extreme 
points reached by Lieuts. Osborne and 
Browne, discovered ; also, between Bellot 
Straits and Sir James Ross' furthest in 1819, 
at Four River liay. 

Fearing that his provisions might not last 
out the requisite period, Capt. Young sent 
back lour of his men, and for forty days 
journeyed on through fogs and gales, with 
but one man and the dogs, building a snow 
hut each night; bu*. few men could stand 
so long a continuance of labor and privation, 
and its effect upon Capt. Young was pain- 
fully evident. 

Lieut. Hobson was unable to stand with- 
out assistance upon his return on board; he 
was not in good health when he commenced 
his long journey, and the sudden severe ex- 
posure brough t on a serious attack of scurvy, 
yet he mo.st nV/oly completed his work ; ami 
such facts will more clearly evince the un- 
flinching spirit with which the object of our 
voyage has been pursued in these detached 
duties, than any praise of mine.

Russian Ships. 

At Cronstadt never was there such great 
activity among vessels both of commerce 
and ol war as at present. The number of 
the former which arrive or leave, exceeds 
anything seen during the last few years, 
and many of the vessels are screws. Tho 
appearance of the vossels-of-war is still more 
interesting, and everywhere are to be seen 
officers and sailors who are joyfully prepar- 
ing to leave for the Mediterranean, the Arch- 
ipelago and the Pacific. Those voyages are 
quite a fete for the sailors, who, by the fro- 
zen state of the seas, have hitherto been 
condemned to long inaction during a part of 
the year. The navy never had so great a 
number of vessels navigating distant seas in 
mild clifnates. The magnificent frigate the 
General Admiral, of eight-hundred horse 
power ; which is certainly one of the finest 
ships in the whole world, is preparing to 
leave Cionstadl in a few days. This vessel, 
which was built in America, is going to 
Portsmouth to bring back the Grand Duke 
Constantino. Rear- Admiral Nordman is 
about to leave for the Mediterranean with 
the ship-of-the-line Hangoudden, the frigate 
Ilia Mourometz, the corvette Voll. and is to 
be joined by the frigate Svetland, which is 
now at Portsmouth. Tho corvette Possad- 
nik and the clippers Razboinic and Naiez- 
daik are to leave for the Pacific. A squad- 
ron, consisting of seven ships-of-the-line, 
and commanded by the Vice-Admiral de 
Schaniz, one of the most distinguished oth- 
ers of Russia, is now cruising in the Baltic, 
and is executing most difficult manoeuvres. 
The Grand Duke Constantine is to inspect 
it on his return. 



Noah's Ark and the Great Eastern. 



The Great Eastern is 133 feet larger than 
was the Ark, and about 3 feet deeper, but 
not so broad within 8 feet. As an illustra- 
tion of the change in ideas of navigation 
which the building of tho Great Eastern is 
calculated to produce, we will quote the 
following paragraph from an elaborate arti- 
cle issued some thirteen years since, in the 
Church of England and Quarterly, on the 
Deluge, and republished in Littoll's Living 
Ace : 

Now, as it is clearly impossible that n 
vessel of the length and breadth of tho Ark 
could be otherwise than a floating vessel, 
designed entirely for perfectly still waters, 
we iiave supposed it to bo flat-bottomed 
and straight-sided, both as making it the 
more buoyant and as giving to it the great- 
est capacity. It was devoid of all sailing, 
properties; had neither rigging nqr rudder; 
its build was simply that of a huge float, to 
all outward appearance wholly at the mercy 
of the winds and the waves, liable to be 
drifted or driven about according as cur- 
rents or winds for the time prevailed ; but, 
as we shall show, ihe Ark could not for a 
moment have been subjected to the influ- 
ence of either winds or tides. The extraor- 
dinary length of the Ark proves at once, the 
miraculous power that was, at every mo- 
ment, in exercise for its preservation, since 
no vessel of the Ark's proportions could 
naturally live in disturbed waters: the very 
first wave that rose would inevitably break 
its back and rend it entirely asunder; nor 
wilh all our experience in shipbuilding 
would i-t be possible to construct a vessel of 
the Ark's proportions and navigate it from 
Dover to Calais in rough weather — the least 
swell of the ocean, by raising one end and 
depressing the other, would break it in the 
middle anil cause it to founder, nor could 
any possible contrivance or ingenuity of 
construction prevent ttiis consequence. And

AlienB and the Franchise. 

' As this Province does anci always will 
contain a mixed population, it becomes im- 
portant to know what are the rights and dis- 
ahilities of aliens. Besides some discussion 
has taken place lately as to who are and 
who are not aliens. We propose, therefore, 
to point out the leading features of the law 
relating to them fith respect to the exer- 
cise of the franchise. In the first place, an 
alien is one who is born out of the allegiance 
due to the Queea; and his condition is de- 
termined by thefact as to whether the obli- 
gation of allegiance has once accrued and 
has not been subsequently lost. Persons 
born in any colonial possession of Great 
Britain are considered native-born subjects 
But if any suc.i aliens, or any British sub- 
jects, reside afttrwards in a foreign country, 
and become subjects or citi/.cns thereof by 
taking the oati of allegiance or by other 
means, then they lose their original privi- 
leges here, and become aliens. Hence it 
would seem that those of our population- 
white or colored— who were born in Great 
Britain, or in a British Colony or Possession, 
but who afterwards resided in the United 
States and became citizens, are not entitled 
to vote except in compliance with the Fran- 
chise Act they lave taken the oath of alle- 
giance to the Queen before the Chief Jus- 
tice, three months previously to the time of 
•registration. Children born in the United 
States, since the recognition of Independ- 
ence, of parents lorn there before that lime, 
and continuing tc reside there afterwards are 
aliens; because, the general rule applies 
that those born oil of the dominions cf Great 
Britain are witmnt the allegiance to the 
/ Queen. Such peisons therefore, as well as 
• foreigners,-Germais, French, or others,-can- 
not exercise the Franchise hare, except that 
they have been naturalized, or, perhaps, den- 
izened. The clause in the Franchise Act 
requiring an oath of allegiance has applica- 
tion only to subjects of England who have 
renounced theirallegianco orbecomecitizens 
of the United Slates or other foreign country. 

Naturalization which COllfmo on aliens the 

full privileges of British subjects can be ob- 
tained here only by act of the Legislature. 
To do away with doubts as to whether Colo- 
nial Legislatures could or could not natu- 
ralize, a special act 10 and 1 1 Victoria, cap. 
83, was passed by the Imperial Parliament, 
confirming their power to do so. But an alien 
naturalized here Ksmly a British subject in 
and of this Colony!- Or an alien naturalized 
under the proclamwm of naturalization by 
I\e Governor of BMt\sh Columbia is not a 
British subject or Meilcf to the privileges 
f our laws.

— There is a class of citizens in 
England called denizens, whose privileges 
differ but little from the native or natural- 
ized subject. But they can only bo made 
denizens by letter's patent from the Queen. 
They however cannot be made here, for 
according to lilackstone the right to do so 
"is a high and incommunicable branch of 
tho Royal prerogative." We may lay it 
down theretore as a general rule, subject to 
but few exceptions, that all peisons born out 
of the British dominions are excluded fro.n" 
the privilege of tho Franchise, unlesadbey 
have obtained an act of the \.ua\u)aaa^ con- 
ferring naturalization. An act may^e passed 
for a single individual. WWjg still more 
desirable- in this Colony, hwVover, is that a 
general act, coy^nrTg^tne /whole question, 
tfc. aliould. bi) paj^J, that alf who desire to be 
jt n'aturalized^r/'ay comply with its provisions.

Instead of Indian pris- 
oners the detachment brought home some 
game. 

— The Victoria Gazette, the 
first newspaper established in Vancouver 
Island, suspended on Saturday last. Messrs. 
Wbitton & Co., the proprietors, have sold the 
tjood will of the paper to Mr. John F. Damon, 
and will shortly return to San Francisco.

The Scai.p of Coi,. Euky Recovered. 
— We were shown yesterday the scalp of 
Col. Ebey, who was murdered on Whidby's 
Island by a party of Kake Indians, in August, 
1857. Tho scalp is ontire, with all tho hair 
and ears. Tho skin is free from fleshy 
matter, appears white, but slightly discolored 
with smoke. The beautifully fine silken 
biown hair is as natural as when struck 
down by tho ruthless tomahawk of the sav- 
age. It is another one of the sad memen- 
toes of border life. The scalp is in the pos- 
session of A. M. Poe, Esq., of Olympia, W. 
T., who received it from Capt. Dodd, of ttie 
steamer Labouchcre, to be transmitted by 
him to the family of the deceased. Capt. 
Dodd is deserving of much praise for the 
pains he has taken to recover the melan- 
choly relic. At one lime, in 1858, he was 
threatened with an attack upon the steamer 
by a powerful tribe, for merely asking the 
savages to sell him the scalp. Yet not dis- 
couraged by their hostile demonstrations he 
again sought out the Indians of the Kake 
tribe, who live about 750 miles north of 
Victoria, wdio had it, on the last trip of the 
Labouchere, and after much persuasion, and 
the payment of a liberal lcwanl. succeeded 
in getting possession of it. Capt. Dodd was 
a warm friend and admirer of Col. Ebey. 

Tunnki. Diggings. — A gentlemail^fmrn 
Port Douglas informs us that two miners at 
Lilloet Flat, some short time ago, com- 
menced running a tunnel into the hill-side 
there. After three weeks' work they pene- 
trated sixty feet, and struck pay dirt that 
yields Si'i per day to the hand. With 
such evidence of the richness of the auri- 
ferous deposits of British Columbia, wo need 
no prophet to foretell good times next year.

The Steamer Labouchcre Refuses to 
Bring Down Distressed Miners from 
Fort Simpson. 

Tho annexed letter, brought down from 
Fort Simpson by the H. B. C. steamer Lu- 
bouoliere, gives anything but a flattering 
picture of humanity. The writer arrived 
here in the Carnatio from England, it is 
true that the ship was not legally bound to 
bring down five adventurous miners whether 
they paid or not. It is also true that there 
is no legal obligation to compel a ship to 
rescue at sea the crow of a water-logged 
ship. There is, however a higher law, the 
ties of a common humanity an 1 a pure re- 
ligion, that dictates to all na a paramount 
duty, to render ussisftinoe to the unfortunate 
or distressed, no matter how degraded or 
how inimical to personal interest. That law 
is apparently unknown, or, in this instance, 
unacknowledged. Leaving a party of ad- 
venturous men, — pioneers to whom we are 
indebted for valuable information, — on the 
Noitli-west Coast, among savages, on tho 
approach of winter, without provisions,' when 
two days' passage would have landed them 
at Nanaimo, is an act that we cannot up. 
.plaud. Such conduct cannot be defended. 
We are assured that a similar case occurred 
when the Caledonia drifted ashore. Tho 
Captain arriving at San Juan from tho wreck 
he foam! the 11. B. ('. steamer Otter there. 
. Application "'as made for assistance to re- 
lieve the scalded, but was refused on the 
ground of sheep being on board. So the 
consequence of not removing the men from 
the islatftl to a warm vessel at once, was the 
death of Riley. The Surgeon of 11. M. S. 
' Satellite at least attributes his death tdthat 
cause, and believes he would have lived had 
he been promptly removed. 

Fort Simpson, October 23, 1859. ■ 
Mr. CnoWTHER, — 1 am very sorry to say 
that I am in a pretty tlx now. Seven of us 
with Major Downie left Fort Simpson, on 
August 30th, 1859, to proceed up Skeeua 
River. We arrived at the Forks of Skeeira 
River on September 19th, 1850. Major 
Downie, William Manning, and Francis 
Chateau proceeded across the mountains 
to Stuart's Lake, Fort St. James, where, wo 
expect, thoy arrived on the 6th October, 
on short allowance of provisions. We re- 
ceived this news of the Major and his party 
by two Indian guides, who started with 
them. The Major and company are going 
to proceed to Victoria by the way of Fraser 

! River. Five of us stayed at the Forks of 
Skeena River twenty days. At the end of 
which time we received news from the 
Major. He advised us to go to Fort Simp- 
son, and there to take passage in the H. 15. 
Company's steamer for Victoria. We ar- 
rived at Fort Simpson on the 17ih October, 
from Skeena River. The coast, at this time 
of year, being too dangerous to travel by 

> canoe, we applied to the H. IS. Company's 
steamer Labouchere, for passage to Victoria, 
which we were refined. So we have taken 
up our abode in an Indian house, among the 
Indians. We shall have to trust to the good 
will of the Indians for provisions as we are 
out of them, and we expect to stay at Fort 
Simpson for four months before we can 
come to Victoria in canoes. We have not 

■ succeeded in finding gold. We have been 
treated very well by the Indians for so far. 
I should be ranch obliged la you if you 
•could send me some provisional))* the next 
steamer, which will be in about three 
months time. If you apply to Mr. Jacob 
Erancis, who lives close by you, he will he 

'4 able to give you some news of the party 
that I am with. ' The names of the parly 
are Francis Herman, William Wood, Wil- 
liam Robertson,'.!. H. Seutt. I remain
